Keep the Streets Clean. 


Portsmouth has interested itself in (he matter of a spring 


clean-up and should be glad to know that it is not alone in thiSj 
matter. There are niany other towns giving attention lo thei 
same thing, including the" great city of New York, one of whose I 
leading papers conies out with high commendation of the step.' 
It points out the great need of improvement in spite of the fact 
that a city ordinance calls for keeping the streets clean. 
But, 


as in so many other instances, the ordinance is not enforced as 
it should be, wjth.the result that the streets are littered \yith 
fruit skins, cigarette boxes, waste paper and other rubbish 
highly detrimental to ihe looks of the city and by no means 
advantageous to the public health. 


And this is a slate of things more or less prevalent in prac- 


' lically all American cities, large and small. 
Here and there a 


?. city takes a serious view o'f (he mailer and sees that the streets 


are kept reasonably clean, hut in almost every community on;' 
does not need to travel far lo perceive room for material im- 


:••.. provement in this particular. 
^ 
The keeping of streets clean is not such a dilliaill task, once 


" a right beginning is made and (he work followed up as it ought 


io be and must'be if the end aimed at is lo be satisfactorily 
achieved. The secret of success in such an undertaking is to 
keep up with the work and prevent all accumulation of ob- 
jectionable matter. In mosl cities there are receptacles in the 
streets for refuse and the majority of Ihe people use them, but 
the careless and heedless are always with us, and they do not 
all belong to Ihe.juvenile class. Children should be taught Ihe 
desirability of public as well as of personal cleanliness, and 
adults who ofTend too grievously should be reminded by the 
authorities of their responsibility and compelled to face it. 


There has been much improvement in this particular in re- 


cent years and most towns present a neaier appearance than 
they did in the days when the common practice in disposing of 
litter in the streets was to let go of it, wherever one happened 
to be. 
If it was a banana skin causing a.dangerous fall, that 


was the other fellow's lookout. 
If it was a newspaper or a 


piece of wrapping paper, Ihis was entrusted to ihe care of the 
winds. 


But the time came when the people tired of this inexcusable 


slovenliness and a change was brought about 'partly through 
the passage and enforcement of ordinances and partly through 
building up a public sentiment and civic pride demanding 
something different and far better. 
The results have been 


noticeable and gratifying, but a certain degree of carelessness 
has gradually regained a foothold in many communities, call- 
ing for rencwed'activily along a line thai is altogether loo im- 
portant to be neglected. 


-It has been said thai "Cleanliness is next lo godliness. ' 


Whether Ihis is true or not, it certainly is a'great virtue, in a 
community as in an individual, and no city or town with a 


' proper pride in its appearance will permit its streets to be 
lit- 


tered with rubbish and waste. The streets are the first part of 
any town lo he seen by strangers, and where these are found 
clean nnd tidy a good impression is sure lo be made. And in 


: nine cases out of ten the impression will prove lo be correct. 
'
